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1. Approximately three kilometers east of Sofia, near the Sofie-~Kazhichene 25X11 
(Nu2ho E2329) highway, there is a camp for Yugoslav, Greek, and Turkish 
political refugees. The camp is called Emigrantski Dom (Emigrants soe and 
belongs administratively to the Durzhavna Sigurnost (State Security). 
25X4 [si the number of persons in the camp averages approximately 80. 


2. In September 1951, 40 White Russian men and women, who had been deported from 25X1 


Yugoslavia, were placed in the camp. [ttwti‘SCSOY the White Russians 
were well treated. 
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
